From Madoo to Europe.

Dear Eprror:

It 
is a bright, pretty, active, business town, 
about the equal of Weimar in population, 
that is from twenty-one to twenty-two 
thousand. It is » place of considerable 
antiquity andthe Dukes of Saxe. Weissenfels 
used to reside in it, in the old Augustusburg 
— which is now « military school. 

aper, pottery, pasteboard, leather goods, 
sugar, machinery, gold and, silver ware, are 
its principal productions ; and there is also 
found a treagure in the sandstone and lignite 
hills on which the city stands. 

Then we come to Corbethain the thicken- 
ing twilight. It has no importance save that 
here is the junction for the University town 
of Halle. While the train pauses for a 
moment we can oe see to read in our guide 
book that we are in the very storm centre round 
which the cyclones of war have revolved for 
centuries. On our left, five miles away to 
the west, is Rossbach, where Frederick the 
Great with 22,000 men gave an unmerciful 
thrashing to 60,000 French and Germans 
under Soubise on the fifth of November, 1757. 
Just about the same distance to the right is 
Luetzen, where, in 1632, Gustavus Adolphus 
was fatally wounded, but not till after he had 
vanquished the imperial troops. A mile or 
two south of Luetzen, on the second of May, 
1813, the Russians and Prussians met the 
French by the little hamlet of Gross-Goerschen 
and they fit, and fit, and fit, but at night 
neither knew which had the better of it. 
Then there is the little village of Keuschbur, 
about three miles to the morth-east of us an 
there some say that in the year 933 the 
Emperor Henry I. gained à signal victory 
over the Huns, though others decide that the 
battle ground must have been several miles 
further to the west. And now we roll on 
across the Saale, through Duerrenberg, with 
its salt works, aud Koetschau, and . 
staedt, and Barneck, small towns, all of 
them, and then we enter the long resoundin 
station of Leipsic, say adieu to our new foun 
friend, who hunts up a cab for us and we are 
driven in speed and atyle up to the entrance 
of the Hotel-de-Prusse, and invited to pay 
our cabby a fee of twenty cents, and get any 
amount of thanks when we raise it without 
solicitation to an even quarter. We have 
ridden 274 miles since mid day, and nut a 
dull mile among them, yet it is pleasant now 
to leave the narrow compartment of «car and 
stretch our limbs in the open air. The eren - 
ing meal also hae attractions for ue and is 
not neglected. Then a stroll through the 
well-lighted, park-like streeta and we are 
ready for bed, and as the bed is ready for us 
we are soon in the land of Nod. 

Leipsic is the second city in size of the 
Kingdom of Saxony, being exceeded in popu- 
lation only by Dresden, but it is first, and a 
long way the first, in commercial importance 
of Saxony, and possibly of all Germany. It 
is the great cantre of the German book trade 
and contains over three hundred publishing 
firms, while over five thousand similar firms 
in other cities and countries have offices, 
depota, and agencies here, and the values of 
their annual sales exceeds those of either 
London or Paris. About 2,500 new books 

\are published annually here, and the book 
has a separate exchange of its own. It 

is also a centre of musical art and study and 
its great conservatory, founded by Mendels- 
anoh, has a world-wide reputation, as have 
also its Gewandhaus concerts. Its chief 
commercial importance has been achieved 
through its three great annual fairs, which, 
from the twelfth century down to the present, 
have attracted trade and tradersto it. Every 
year some 40,000 merchants assemble here 
from Europe, Persia, Armenia, and all over 
Asia, and since Saxony entered the German 
Customs Union, in 1833, trade has been

A Canadian’s Experience in Russia 
Mr. Louis Rubenstein, of Montreal, has 
won the championship of the world at 
skating, the contest having taken place at St. 
Petersburg, Ruasia, on the 10th inst. Mr, 
Rubenstein, being a Jew, had some very 
funny experiences, which I will allow him 
to tell of in his own words. He saya: 
As is customary in Russia, I handed in 
passport to the Nobel eee, and I he 
nothing for a couple of days. Then I receiv. 
ed a notice from the police office that I waa 
wanted there. One of the members of the 
skating comittee accompanied me to act as 
interpreter. When this gentleman attempt- 
ed to explain that I had simply come to 
Russia for the skating competition, he was 
8 ordered to leave the room, and 
then in good English the presiding official 
said: *I have a little business to transact 
with the Jew.” After looking me over a 
minute the official said: “You area Jew] 
“Tam,” said I. Then he asked me my age 
and where I was born. When I had answer 
ed he told me my passport would be return- 
ed, and he dismissed me without any further 
information; and when I asked him if there 
was any trouble he declined to anawer. 
Still my passport was not returned. Two 
days after this, when I was 
the rink, a uniformed official came on 
the ice and told me I was wanted again at 
‘the police office. I got the same gentleman 
to accompany me as on thé previous occasion, 
When we e why I was wanted, nobody 
Vhen I asked for 


rt we were sent on ano 12 8 ‘oe 
police office. Hore again asked for 
my passport. It was a different official this 
time, and he told me very politely and 
firmly: Mou cannot be permitted to 
in St. Petersburg, you will be good eno 
toleave inside of twenty-four hours.” “Why,” 
said I. “You are a Jew, and there is ne 
necessity to further discuss the matter. We 
cannot permit Jewa to remain in St. Peters 
burg.“ I had seen a tmany of my co-re- 
ligionists in St. Petersburg, and I came to 
the conclusion that this law referred to Jews 
of foreign birth. After I had travelled all 
the way from Montreal to compete for the 
world's 2 „This news was dis- 
heartening. The only thing left was to 
appeal to the British consul, Sir Robert Mor- 
ier. e ambassador sympathized with 
me, and got a little bit an at the way I 
treated. A British subject,” he 
said, ‘‘who comes to Russia whether Jew or 
Gentile, to take part in an international 
match, will be allowed to stay, and you will 
stg eg until you compete if the British 
embassy has any influence at the court. He 
gave me his card, and sent a note to the 
prefect of police, with instructions to show 
the card if anybody asked me any ques- 
tions. Iwas ask d lots of questions, but 
the card seemed to have a magic influence, 
and I was left alone, and even some of them 
hailed me with a typical expression in Rus- 
sia, Oh, thou of noble birth. Next morning 
I was hoisted out of bed in m night-gowa 
After my late experiences I felt nothing leas 
than Siberia was in store for me. Then 
Wolff and two members of the committee 
told me to dress immediataly and come to 
the office of the prefect of poli¢e. Consider- 
ing it was only seven o'clock I thought the 
prefect began business early. The prefect 
was the wildest looking man with wire 
whiskers, and at the same time the 
mildest spoken I ever met. Then I was 
told that at the special request of the Brit- 
ish Minister I would be allowed to sta 
until the races were over, but that — 
ately after I was to leave the country forth. 

The funny thing whs that when I 
got my passport the words ‘British sub 
were poll sg out and replaced by L. Ruben- 
stein, Jew, must leave St. Petersburg by 
February 10.“ Sir Robert Morier told me 
that a foreign Hebrew was in very bad 
odor” I don't think I can add anything to 
that statement of Russian hospitality, and 
with the remark that it must ba» healthy 
old country to live in, I will close for the 
week with a few odds and ends.

A British Columbian Judge has decided 
that the United States Government does not 
p>ssess jurisdiction in Behring Sea beyond a 
marine league from itashores.
